Are Disillusioned 


WASHINGTON—Disillusion of a familiar 
kind is becoming manifest in a section of 
our populace. This is the army of volun- 
teer Eisenhower workers who, just a few 
years ago now, were ecstatically putting 

the finishing touches on 
the mighty political 
“‘crusade”’ which they 
saw come to its trium- 
phant climax a_ few 
days later in Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
election. 

Like their counter- 
parts in previous cam- 
paigns of recent years 
when the Republican 

a es Party picked an emi- 
nent political ‘outsider’ as its candidate, 
these Eisenhower devotees expected some 
sort of miracle afterward. They saw them- 
selves moving into commanding roles in 
what they expected, with the general's help, 
to be made into a new sort of Republican 
Party, something vague and indefinable but 
beautiful, something in the image they con- 
jured up in the.magic name ‘‘Eisenhower.”’ 

It was, of course, an impossible dream. 

We saw it before, long ago now, among 
the disciples of Herbert Hoover. Hevrepre- 
sented glamor and political independence to 
millions before his nomination. We saw it 
also, closer to this time, in the fond fol- 
lowers of the late Wendell L. Willkie, law- 
yer-businessman, who never had even held 
political office. 

Not unusual either is the disappearance 
of the dream of the Eisenhower crusaders. 


By and large, they now see the party well 


under the th nb of the regular GOP organi- 
zation. .The latter has received the bulk of 
jobs, while the Eisenhower corps of a year 
age has not been recognized as expected 
and has had to abandon in some sectors its 
aim of building up an Eisenhower. organiza- 
tion in the grass roots to protect, the Presi- 
dent’s interests. 

Similarly, the ardent Hoover crusaders 
of that other .era saw the old, regular or- 
ganization move in and subsequently take 
over the party again when Mr. Hoover was 
Mefeated after his term in the White House. 
Mr. Willkie was, of course, not elected. 
After his defeat in 1940, control of the party 
was regained promptly by the regular or- 
ganization which had been uncomfortable 
with this outsider who was cavalier, at the 
least, to politicians. In fact, it took only a 
single presidential primary defeat in the 
spring of 1944—that in Wisconsin—to con- 
vince Mr, Willkie of the impossibility of a 
comeback because of the regular organiza- 
tion’s antagonism. So he retired from the 
race. 

The GOP organization can be persuaded, 
even if reluctantly, to accept an outsider of 
the Hoover-Willkie-Eisenhower kind if con- 
vinced. such might win, and work hard for 
him. But this has never meant, as the 
Eisenhower contingent now is learning, that 
it will permit zealous newcomers and 
“amateurs” to seize strategic centers of 
power and achieve a position to unhorse 
the GOP Old Guard. ;

of. weapons and military tactics are dic- 
tated by diplomats here and overseas? 
This question deserves a congressional 
investigation, if indeed chairmen of armed 
services committees have the timerity to 


expose the mistakes of bureaucracy. 


The facts that have come out show that 
on Nov. 15, 1951, Col.: Hanley, then sec- 
tion chief in the office of the judge advo- 
cate general of the Eighth Army in Korea, 


charged that the Communists had killed or 
starved to death tens of thousands of pris- 


oners of war, including about 6,000 Amer- 


ican soldiers. 

A furor ensued in Washington. Some 
U.N. ambassadors wanted to know if the 
report was issued to delay the truce talks. 
Gen. Ridgway, commander in chief in the 
Far East, said it wasn’t Hanley’s respon- 
sibility to issue the report. On Nov. 27, 
1951, Ridgway admitted the total-of Amer- 
icans killed in atrocities numbered 6,270. 
Last week the official American total was 
placed at 6,113. 

President Truman remained silent. This 
was not surprising because Mr. Truman 
had removed from command in Korea Gen. 
McArthur, .who had warned the Commu- 
nists he would hold their leaders personally 
responsible for the artocities. 

The Eisenhower administration, accept- 
ing the Truman doctrine of a localized op- 
eration with inhibitions on military action, 
agreed in the spring of 1953 to the terms 
of a truce. Pussyfoot diplomacy was the 
controlling influence. 

Small wonder that American boys don’t 
want to be drafted and that young men in 
the Army see no career ahead—when the 
State Department offers them up as sacri- 
fices in a ‘‘local’’ war,

Seven years ago when she was working in the nursery at the 
Fulton Bag and Cotton Mill, telling Bible stories to youngsters in 
the mill nursery and illustrating them with pictures on a big 
board,-Henrietta Hollis Keel noticed that outside the play yard 
fence she was attracting an even larger crowd than she had 
inside. The children of people who weren’t working in the mill 
were eager for her stories and suddenly it seemed to her that was

She lives 
there today in an apartment which has grown to three rooms— 
all provided her rent free—and the day I visited her they were 
jammed with boxes of old clothes, which she was dividing with 
her young friends and materials for basket making, which she 


plans to teach the mothers. 


“] want them to have something pretty in their homes that 
they made with their own hands,” she told me. “To make some- 
thing yourself and to be able to look at it and see its beauty and 
see its flaws and think how you would improve on it the next time

There’s a lesson in nearly everything Sister Keel says or 
does—a hearty, happy lesson. I asked her how she got the name 
“Sister’’ in nondenominational, unorganized church work. She 
grinned at me in the warming, unabashed way she has of talking 
about poverty and happiness and God. 

“This neighborhood is visited by a lot of social workers,”’ she 
said. ‘“‘There are a lot of policemen and policewomen and truant 
officers. (They now call 'em visiting teachers.) And they’re all 
Miss or Mister or Mrs. I wanted to be closer to these folks than 
that. I asked them to call me ‘Sister Keel.’ ”’ 

They did, too. They took her to their hearts and to their 
crowded homes where there are as many as 130 children to the 
block. And she, who has no set income, insisting that she ‘“‘sits 
under the same tree Elijah sat under and am fed the same way,” 
shares all that she has with them. And every day, winter or 
summer, if the weather permits, she is out on that corner lot, 
tolling a big farm bell, calling the neighborhood children to play, 
hearing their troubles, loving them and trying to impart to them 
the message she feels will make them happy, useful people.
